The INTRODUCTION. 

B OOKS of this kind generally contain long 
bills of fare for the different months, fo long 
indeed that it is equally as eafy to fit down to re¬ 
coiled what may be had every month, as to per- 
ufe tedious tables of every thing in feafon, out of 
which it fill requires leifure and tajle to feledl 
what may be fuitable or elegant ; we were there¬ 
fore advifed, as the bejl expedient, to give a bill 
of fare of two courfes, for every month in the 
year, in the order they are tofand upon the table. 
—It is neceffary to obferve, thefeafons are more 
early in and about London (for which places 
thefe tables are calculated) than in many other 
■places where this book may poffibly circulate ; 
which our northern friends mayadjujt, by dating 
forward, viz. taking the January bill of fare for 
February or March, as the different fituations 
require. 

It may be very inconvenient to procure every 
article mentioned in any of the Jaid entertain¬ 
ments ; but this difficulty may eafily be remedied\ 
by fubjiituting any other dijh of a fimilar nature 
in the place of fuch as cannot be had. Bills of 
fare given in this method, being unufual in pock¬ 
et-books, it was judged necejfary to prefix this 
JJdort explanation . Other articles herein contain¬ 
ed will explain themfelves ; and \tis hoped the 
look in general will be found as ufeful and enter¬ 
taining as any of the kind; and mufi be allowed 
preferable to them all in the plan, being (with 
the leave of the author) ruled out the fame way 
with the Newcaftle WLondon New Memoran¬ 
dum-Books, a plan generally approved, as it gives 
the greatefi fpacefor memorandums, whilfi it di- 
gefis the accounts into the mojl exaff and regular 
order .

The Laws of the G A M E .of WHIST. 

i t F any perfon plavs out of his turn, it is in the 
* l option of either of his adverfaries to call the card 
fo played, at any time in that deal, provided it does not 
make him revoke ; or if either of the adverfe party is 
to lead, he may defire his partner to name the fuit he 
chufes to have him lead, and when a fuit is named, the 
partner muft play it if he has it. 

2. Ho revoke to be claimed till the trick is turned 
and quitted, or the party who revoked, or his partner, 
has played again. 

If a revoke happens to be made, the adverfe party 
may add three to his fcore, and the revoking party, pro¬ 
vided they are up, notwithftanding the penalty, muft 
remain at niner the revoke takes place of any other 
fcore of the game. 

4. If any perfon calls at any point of the game, ex¬ 
cept eight, either of the adverfe parties may call a new 
deal; and they are at liberty to confult each other whe¬ 
ther they will have a new deal. 

5. After the trump card is feen, no-body ought to 

remind his partner to call. . 

6. If the trump card is feen, no honours in the pre¬ 
ceding deal can be fet up, unlefs they were before claimed. 

7. If any perfon feparates a card from the reft, either 
of the adverfe parties may call it, provided he names it, 
and proves the reparation j but in cafe he calls a wr ° n J* 
card, neither of the adverle parties may call the higheft 
or loweft card in any fuit led during that deal. 

8. Each perfon ought to lay his card before him : af¬ 
ter he has done fo, if either of the adverfe parties mix 
their card with his, his partner is entitled to demand 
each perfon to lay his card before him > but not to en¬ 
quire who played any particular card, 

9. If any perfon revokes, and before the cards are 
turned difeovers it, the adverfe patty may call either the 
higheft or the loweft card of the fuit led, or have it in 
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his option to call the card then played at any other 
time, when it does not caufea revoke, 

jo. If a card in dealing is turned up, it is in the op¬ 
tion of the adverfe party to call a new deal, unlefs they, 
or either of them, have been the caufe of turning up 
fuch card, in which cafe the dealer has the option. 

11. If the ace or any other card of any fuit is led, and 
it ihould fo happen that the laft player plays out of his 
tu:n, whether his partner has any of the fuit led or not 
(provided you do not make him revoke) he is neither in- 
titled to trump it, nor to win the trick, 

12. If a card is faced in the pack, the dealer muft 
deal again, except it is the laft card, 

13. None of the players are to take up, or look at 
their cards, while any perfon is dealing, and if the dealer 
Should happen to mifs dealing, in that cafe he fhall deal 
again j and if a card is turned up in dealing, no new 
deal is to be called. 

14. When a card is led, if any one of the adveifaries 
plays out of his turn, his partner is not to win the trick, 
if he can avoid it without revoking. 

15. Every perfon ought to fee that he has thirteen 
cards dealt him $ therefore, if any fhould happen to have 
only twelve cards, and does not find it out till feveral 
tricks are played, and that the reft of the players have 
th ir tight number, the deal ftands good $ alfo the perfon 
who plays with twelve cards, is to be punched with each 
revoke, in cafe he has made any j but if any of the 
reft of the players Ihould have fouiteen cards, in that 
cafe the deal is void. 

16. If any peifon throws his cards upon the table, 
with their.faces upwards, upon fuppofition that he has 
loft the game, if his partner dees not give up the game, 
the adverfaries have it in their power to call any of thofe 
cards, when they think proper, provided they do net ' 
make the party revoke. 

17. A and B are partners againft C and D. A leads 
a club, his partner £ plays before his adverfaryC; in 
this cafe D has a right to play before h:s partner C, be¬ 
came B played out of his turn. 







18. If any perfon is fure of winning every trick in 
his hand, he may/hew his cards upon the table j but 
/hould it fo happen that he has any lo/ing card in his 
hand, he is then liable to have all his cards called. 

19. No perfon ought to a/k his partner whether he 
had played an honour, while the cards are playing. 

20. A and B are partners againft C and D. A leads 
a club, C plays a fpade, B plays the king of clubs, and 
D plays a club, C difcovers he has revoked before the 
trick is turned. 

Quere. What is the penalty ? 

> B may take up his card again, and fo may D, and 
either A or B have it in his power to oblige C to play 
the higheft or loweft card of the fuit led. 

21. If any perfon call at the the point of eight, and 
his partner anfwers, and both the oppofite parties have 
thrown up their cards, and it appears that the other 
fide had not two by honours, in this cafe, they may 
confult with one another about it, and are at liberty to 
Hand the deal or not. 

22. And if any body anfwers when he has not an 
honour, the adverfe party may confult with one another 
about it, and are at liberty fo ftand the deal or not. 

23. No perfon may take new cards in the middle of a 
game, without the confent of all parties. 

24. The dealer ought to leave to view upon the table 
his trump card, till it his turn to play, and after he has 
mixed it with his other cards, nobody is intitled to de¬ 
mand what card was turned up, but may a/k what is 
trumps; this confequence attends fuch a law, that the 
dealer cannot name a wrong card, which he otherwife 
might have done. 

General Rules in playing at WHIST. 

I. TITHEN you lead, begin with the beft fuit<in 
VV your hand 5 if you have a fequence of king, 
queen, and knave, or queen, knave, and ten, they are 
fuie leads, and never fail gaining the tenace to your- 

felf 








felf or partner in other fuits ; and begin with the higheft 
of the fequence, unlefs you have five in number: in that 
cafe play the loweft (except in trumps, when you muft 
always play the higheft) in order to get the ace or king 
out of your partner’s or adverfary’s hands, by which 
means you may make room for your fuit. 

z. If you have five of the fmalleft trumps, and not 
one good card in the other fuits, trump out, which will 
have this good confequence at leaft, to make your part¬ 
ner the laft player, and by that means gives him the 
tenace. 

3. If you have two fmalls trumps only, with ace and 
king of two other fuits, and a deficiency of the fourth 
fuit, make as many tricks as you can immediately j 
and if your partner refufes either of your fuits, do not 
force him, becaufe that may weaken his game too 
much. 

4. You need feldom return your partner’s lead, if 
you have good fuits of your own to play, unlefs it be 
to endeavour to fave or win a game ; what is meant by 
good fuits, is in cafe you ftiall have fequences of king, 
queen, and knave, or queen, knave, and ten. 

5. If you have each five tricks, and you are allured 
of getting two tricks, in your own hand, do not fail 
winning them, in expectation of fcoringtwo that deal j 
becaufe, if you lofe the odd trick, it makes two differ¬ 
ence, and you play two to one againft yourfelf. 

An exception to the foregoing rule is, when you fee 
a probability either of faving your lurch, or winning 
the game, in either of which cafes you are to rifk the 
odd trick. 

6. When you have a probability of winning the game, 
always rifk a trick or two, becaufe the fhare of the ftake, 
which your adverfary has by a new deal, will amount 
to more than the point or two which you rifk by that 
deal. 

7. If your adverfary is fix or feven love, and you are 
to lead, your bufinefs in that cafe is to rifk a tricic or 
two, in hopes cf putting your game upon an equality 5 
therefore admitting you have the queen or knave, and 
one other trump, and no good cards in other fuits* play 

out 







cut your queen or knave of trumps, by which means 
f you will ftrengthen your partner’s game, if he is flrong 
in trumps j if he is weak, you do him no injury. 

8. If you are four of the game, you may play for an 
odd trick, becaufe it faves one half of the flakes which 
you play for ; and, in order to win tfie odd trick, 
though you are pretty flrong in trumps, be cautious how 
you trump out. What is meant by flrength in trumps, 

w is, in cafe you fhould have one honour and three trumps. 

9. If you are nine of the game, and though very 
flrong in trumps, if you obferve your paitner to have 
a chance of trumping any of your adverfaries fuits$ in 
that cafe do not trump out, but give him an opportu¬ 
nity of trumping thole fuits. If your game is fcored 
cue, two, or three, you muft play the reverie ; and alfo 
at five, fix, or feven 5 becaufe in thefe two laft recited 
cafes you play for more than one point. 

10. If you are laft player, and find that the third 
hand cannot put on a good card to his partner’s lead, 
admitting you have no good game of your own to play, 
return the lead upon your adverfary, which gives your 
partner the tenace in that fuit, and often obliges the 
adverfary to change fuits, and confequently gains the 
ttnace in that new fuit alfo. 

11. If you have ace, king, and four fmall trumps, 
begin with a fmall one ; becaufe it is an equal wager 
that your partner has a belter trump than the laft player j 
if fo, you have three rounds of trumps 5 if not, you 
cannot fetch out all the trumps. 

12. If you have ace,king,knave and three fmall trumps* 
begin with the king, and then play the ace, (except 

, one of the adverfaries refufes trumps) becaufe the odds 
' is in your favour, that the queen falls. 

13. If you have a king, queen, and four fmall 
trumps, begin with « fmall one, becaufe the odds are on 
your fide that your partner has an honour.
